The ruling of the superior court that appealed cases from 


the lower courts will not hereafter be put over from term to 
icrni for the accommodation of lawyers may cause incon- 
venience at times, but the chances are that the public inter- 
ests will not suffer as a result of this ruling. The practice of 
wearing out criminal cases by repeated postponements has 
been altogether too common in New Hampshire as well as in 
other states, and it is high time that it should be checked, if 
not entirely eliminated. 


The people of Portsmouth, as well as I hose of oilier lowns 


along tlie lines of the Boston & Maine railroad, were glad lo 
learn that the threatened strike of the station employes is oil'.
